While receiving orders in the Ha of Dr. KALIESBEONNER in Bad.Aussee 
on Apr 30, 45 OSTHBAE WANNECK, GRUPPESLEITER VI E showed STEIMLE a, radio 
message of the Oestspo LEI^SXEIJ^ MUENCHEN directed to . Dr.t.KALTENB^.'OMiiER . 
inf orming him . tha£/ SjTEIMLE h^l beeti' ^liled during a place crash on an air 
port near Minich.' ^During' that day 'or. night a plan* had crashed in flames , 

3 or 4 male and one female hddy had teen recovered, A pass-port was found 
in the wreckage giving the followihgdescription of one of the deads 
EOOEN STEIMLE, horn 8 December 1909: in Neuhulak.
